Acknowledgment of Amendment 

1 . Applicant's Amendment, received September 23, 2008, is acknowledged. Claims 
3-1 1 are cancelled. No claims are added. Claims 1 and 2 are currently pending. 

2. The 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, rejection is moot in light of the 
amendment to claim 2, and is therefore withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments have been considered and are found persuasive.

4. Claim 1 and 2 are allowed.

6. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a gas discharge display 
panel comprising a substrate, a dielectric layer, a protective layer, the dielectric layer 
and the protective layer being formed in the stated order on a surface of the substrate, 
wherein: the protective layer contains Ge in a range of 10 mass ppm to 300 mass ppm 
inclusive and further contains H in a range of 1000 mass ppm to 2000 mass ppm 
inclusive with respect to a MgO content of the protective layer, together with other claim 
limitations. 

7. Claim 2 is allowed due to its dependency.
